Or that I 
fhall put all down in the very fame Order, as it 
was fpoken , having not had the Opportunity 
to take Notes of every thing as it pafs’d. But 
this I will fay ; if I thall not beable to relate all 
the Truth, yet I will omit nothing that is Ma- 
terial : I will as carefully as if I were upon my 
Oath, give in all the Truth I can remember, 
and nothing but the Truth. : 

What I Write I intend thall confit of Two 
Parts: The Firft, To be a Narrative of the plain 
Matter of Fact from my firft being taken into 
Cuftody, May the 7th, to the time of my laft - 
Difmutlion Fane the 13th. The Second, To con- 
tain fome Account of the Two Perjur’d Wretches 
that were pleas’d, for what Reafons they know 
beft, to bring me into this Danger.

alighted. Immediately I went towards thenn, 
believing they were fome of my Friends, coming 
to giveme a Vifit. By that ume Iwas got to 
the Gate, they were enter’d into. the Hall: Bue 
feeing me haitning to them, they turn’d, and 
met me about the middle of the Court. The 
Chief of them perceiving me to look wiftly on 
them, as being altogether Strangers to me, faid, 
My Lord, Perhaps you do not know me. My Name 
is Dyve, I am Clerk. of the Council, and here is 
one of the King’s Meffengers. Iam forry I am fent 
on this Errand. But I am come to Arreft you upon 
fufpicion of High Treafon. 


Sir, faid J, I fuppofe you have a Warrant for 
fo doing ; I pray let me fee it. He fhew’d it 
me. Ireadic; andthe firft Name I lighted on 
being

eing the Earl of Nottingham’s; } {aid, ag 
believe this is my Lord Nottingham’s own 
Hand, and I fubmic. “What are your Or- 
ders how to difpofe of me > My Lord, {aid 
he, I muft firft fearch your Perfon, and demand 
the Keys you have about you. My Keys I pre- 
fently gave him. He fearch’d my Pockets ; 
and found no Papers, but fome poor Notés 
of a-‘Sermon, anda Letter from Mr. B. Fair- 
fax about ordinary Bufiness. 

Now, fays he, My Lord, I muft require to 
fee the Rooms to which thefe Keys belong, and 
all the Places in the floufe, where you have any 
Papers or Books. I ftraght conduéed him 
Up Stairs into my Study. This, Sir, faid J

is the only Chamber where | keep all the 
Books and PapersT have in the Houfe. They 
began'to Search, and with great readineis 
turn’d over every thing in the Room, and 
Clofets, and Preffes, fhaking every Book b 

the Cover, opening every part of a Chelt of 
Drawers, where were many Papers, particu- 
larly fome Bundles of Sermons; which, I 
told them were my proper-'T ools; And chat 
all chat knew me, could Vouch for bcfehra |e 
was not my Cuftem to have any Treafon in 


them. 
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them. They read feveral of the Texts, and 
left them where they found them. But in 
one corner of a Prefs, which was half open, _ 
they met with a great number of Letters - 
fldup. Laflur’d them they were only Mat- . 
ters of ufual Friendly Correfpondence, and 
moft of them were of laft Years date. . 
Mr. Dyve- looking on fome of them, found 
them to be fo; and faid, If he had time to 
wiew them all, he might, perhaps, fee reafon to 
leave them behind ; But being exprefly Com- 
manded to bring all Letters, he muft carry them 
with him. I lett him to. do as he ‘pleafed ; 
fo they feal’d them up. 

Then they went into. my Bedchamber , 
and the Clofets adjoming; doing as they had 
done in my Study, feeling about the Bed and 
Hangings, and knocking the Wainfcot in fe- 
veral places, to fee if there were any private 
Hole, or Secret Conveyance.. 

After that they came down Stairs, and 
fearch’d the Parlour and Drawing-Room on 
that fide of the Houfe with the like exa& 
nefs. In all thefe Rooms I obferved they 
very carefully pryed into every part of the 
Chimneys; the Meflenger putting his Hand 
Into 
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into every Flower-Pot: Which I then fome- 
what fmiled-at: But fince'I-found he had 
but too much Reafon fo to-do. 

When they had done fearching in all 
thofe Rooms, and in the Hall as they were 
going out, and had taken with them what 
Papers they thougit fit; they carryed Me 
away in the Goach that brought them. By 
the Way we met my Servant Mr. Moor com- 
ing trom London. J call’d out to him, Have 
-you any Letters for Me ? ‘He gave me three 
or four, which I deliver’d to Mr. Dyze to 
‘open : Who found nothing in them, but 
Matters of private Concernment, or ordi- 
nary News. - And fo, between Fen and-Ele- 
‘ven at Night, we arrived at Whitehal, and I 
was brought to my Lord Nottingham, whona 
I found alone in his Office. 

My Lord, faid I, I am come upon your 
Warrant; but certainly there muft be fome 
great Miftake, or black Villany in this Bu 
nefs. For I declare, as in the Prefence of 
God, Tam abfolutely free from any juft Ac- 
cufation relating to the Government. His 
Lordfhip told me, He himfelf was much (ur- 
prized when he heard my Name mentioned.

gainitme. He faid, That could not poffibly 
be , becaufe the Lords , who had the Manage- 
ment of fuch Affairs, were feparated, and gone 
flome :, But that I was to appear before them 
the next Days; and inthe mean time, all the 
Civility fhould be fbewn me, that could be ex: 
pected by a Man in my Condition. 


My Lord, faid I, Thope, it being fo very: 
fate, you will fuffer me to lic at my own 
Houfe at Weftminfter. He reply’d, You fhall 
do fo; But you muft have a Guard of Soldiers. 
and aMeffenger with you. A Guard of Sol- 
diers fad I, My Lord, methinks is not fo ‘ete 
ceflary to fecure one of my Profeffion’; I 
fhould rather offer, that I may have two or. 
more Meflengers to keep me, ‘tho’ that may 
put me to greater, Charges..

Wherefore it is time for me to leave ftill 
in the dark, as I find it, that:Age of Mr. 
Young's Life, which he has made either'to 
be meerly fabulous, or fo mixt with Truth 
and Fable, that there is no diftinguifhing be- 
tween them. I now apply my felf to that 
part of it, which, from undoubted Teftimo- 
ny, I can affirm to be Hiftorical. And I thall

In that Year, or near thereupon; his firtt 
famous Exploit, that occurs to me worthy of 
himfelf, was his Marrying a fecond Wife, 
Mary Hutt, whilft his firft lawful Wife Anne 
Yeabfly was living ; with whom he had Co- 
habited Five Yeas, and had Three Children 
by her. 

Then, to qualifie himfelf for Imployment 
in the Church’of Jr eland, and to maintain his 
Family, (which-he had taken’ fuch a Way to. 
increafe)’ he did really infinuate himfelf into. 
Deacons 
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Deacons Orders by the Hands of the Bifhop 
of Killaloo ; whom he. circumvented by forg- 
ing the Archbifhop of Cafbei’s, the Bulhop 
of Waterford’s, and other Clergy-mens Hands, 
to Falfe, but very ample Teftimonials of nis 
Morals, and Learning. | 

But as for his Priefts Orders, he was be- 
holding to no Bifhop for them: He had Gn- 
ly recourfe to his own incomparable Faculty 
of counterfeiting Hands and Seals ; fo that 
if that fame Dr. Hookes, you wot of, had been 


but an honeft Man, he might eafily have 


found out the Falfe Prieft, without ever trou- 
bling himfelf to write to me about him. 
However, being after this manner. Or- 
dain’d Deacon, and having Ordain’d himfelf 
Prieft, he got to be entertain’d as a Curate,. 
firft at Tallogh in the Diocefe of Waterford ; 
whence , for divers Crimes, he run away 
with another Man’s Horfe, which he never 


reftored: Then at Ca/tle-Reah.in the County 


of Rofcommon, whence he was forc’d to fice 
for getting a Baftard: And laftly, ac Aildallin 
in the Diocefe of Ai/more.. 


Nor had he been long in this Jaft Cure, but, 
he was accufed, for many Heinous Offences,. 


before the Bifhop of that See; who at the ume 
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of my writing this, is the Moft Reverend 
Archbifhop of Dublin: Whofe jut Deferip- 


tion of the Man, I fhall give in its due place ; 
wherein his Grace has reprefented him, as the 
moft Impudent, Lying, Profligate Wretch on 


the Face of the Earth. 


Wherefore to efcape the Juftice of his Dio- 
cefan, who ‘knew him fo’ throughly. he 
fled into the Diocefe of Raphoe. But being 
purfued thither, and trac’d out by the No- 
toricty of fome of his New Pranks, he was 
apprehended by my old Friend Bifhop Aop- 
kins, and firft imprifon’d at Lifer? ;then:re- 
moved to the Goal of Cavan : Where hewas 
prefently loaded with many of his former 


Crimes; efpecially for having Two Wives 


then living ; Simon Hurt, the Father of the 
fecond, ‘being then an Inhabitane. and: Inn- 
keeper in Cavan. 

Whereupon the good Bifhop of Kilmore, 
now Archbihop of Dublin, fearme Ro TN oung 
might come to be hang’d in his.Gown,. de-. 
graded him from his Orders ; if I-may call 


them his, fince the one of them he had fur- 


reptitioufly gotten, the other was really none 
at all - 

Shortly after he was Indicted, and fhould 
have 


Ss 
have been Try’d for his having twa Wives : 
But he had fo order’d the matter, by an ad- 
mirable Artifice, (which I fhall tell by 
and by,) that the two Women could never 
be brought together at his Trial, to own him 


for their Husband. 


By this means he was difcharg’d of a. 
Crime, whereof I fhall prefently. give mani- 


feft Proofs, befides his own Conteflion, under 


his own Hand;. which, I hope, the Reader 


will not think he did Counterfeit too. 


But full being in Cavan Gaol for Fees and. 


Debts contracted there, to free himfelf thence 


he made Application to the Duke of Ormond, 
at that time Lord-Lieutenant of that King- 
dom; pretending, That if he were once out: 


ef Prifon, and had Leave to appear before: 


his Grace, he could make notable Difcove-- 
ries of dangerous Plots againft the Govern-

ment; in which fome of the Nobility,. and: 


feveral Bifhops, were concerned. 


Whereupon, the Popifh-Plot having beer: 
juft before in full vogue there, as well as. 
here, the Duke thought it expedient to grant 
him his Liberty, in order to his coming: up’

to Dublin, to make good what he had fo con-- 


fidently promisd.. 
7}. tha’ 
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But the Knave had his end, -and having 
xot out of Gaol by a pretence fo plaufible, 
he never thought of calling at Dublin, but 
retired fecretly to Iniskillin, and let the Dit 
covery of that Plot thift for it felf: Which, 
they that knew him beft may think, was the 
honefteft Action of his Life; to break only 
a Promife, that he might avoid being an Irifh 
Evidence: And perhaps fome of my Friends 
may be apt to fay,-Si fic ommnia. 

Whilft he was lurking at Inishilin, he in- 
tic'd thither his fecond Wife Mary Hutt, who 
has ever fince run the fame Fortune with 
him, -and been the infeparable Companion of 
all-his Frauds; and was the very Woman that 
appeared againft me before the Lords, to 
juttific the A/ffociation. So that from that time 
we hear nothing more of his true Wife Anz 
Teabfley. Ie feems he then entirely caft her 
off, after he had allur'd her, by the moftfo- 
lemn Vows of living with her alone, and for 
ever renouncing the other, to be the chief 
Inftrument of his not being convicted at Ca- 
van; and that by no lefs than a downright 
Perjuring her felf for his Sake.

, But'whatever, became of her, it'is certain, 

that it was with Mary Hutt he fled into. En- 
gland, in oraboutthe- Year 1683.-/And from 

that: time to this, they have run.a conftant 
uninterrupted, Race ofall kinds of Wicked- 

nefs in this Kingdoni; {carce. ever pafling a 
Month, or a Week, of thefe Eleven Years, 
without either being actually. in fome Prifon, 
or comnutting {uch Crimes as,.deferv’d the 
deepeft Dungeons. neat} 

The firft News I hear.of him, after his 
Arrival.in. England, was, upon-his making Ap- 
plication, to the. Vencrable Archbithop San- 
croft, for fome Employment in eur Church. 
This he did in the Garb, and under the Cha- 
racter of a diftrefs’d, Irith Clergy-man s and 
to. prove shimfelf, fuch,...he exhibited his 
Counterfeit.Orders from,the Bihop of 
Clogher.... And! I.muft'not omiut,. that, as a 
Teftimony of his Modefty, this his firft Vifie 
at Lambeth, and the producing his Orders 
there, was within a Month after he had been 
degraded in Ireland. 

But the wife and wary Archbifhop imme- 
diately fufpected him and. his Letters of Or- 
dets'; theybeing not,in,Form, ,or, the, ufual 
Style,.\nor..the. Seal. fix'd in its due place. 
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Again all which Exceptions the Falfary 
fene’d as well as he could wath a. fhamiele(s: 


Lye. Yethe received no other Anfwer, but 


chat His Grace had no Cure. voidin his Gift. 

But Young would noc be'put off fo ; fhorely 
after he dame again, defiting afid prefling the 
Archbifhop,to recommend him to be Chaplain. 
t6 fome Ship, or to forme Cute in-one of our 
Weftern Plantations. Which his Grace again. 
refufed, and upon furer Grounds than before». 
Fer in the méan' time he had fent to'Dr. Foley, . 
Chaplain to the Archbifhop ‘of Dublin, then 
tn England, for a better Information concern- 
ing this bold and importufiate Man; which: 
produc’d the Letters hereafter fet down from 
the Lord Atchbihop of Dublin, and the 
Lord Bifkop of Ferns and Leighlin, touching 
his Forging of Orders, his Degradation, his. 
ee and. other his good Qua-. 
lities. 

Thus failing atthe Archbifhop’s, He forth-. 
with fent his Woman to Windfor, where the. 
Court then refided, with a Petition ‘to the. 
King ; therein the fets forth, That her Name. 
was Mary Green, the Wife of one Robert Green, 
an Irifh’ Minifler who; going into the Weft-In-. 
dies; ‘upon’ urgent Affairs, was: taken Captive

Lambeth, for 
an Anfwer to the Reference. « They..took a 
fhorter way, and.much-eafier toythemfelves; 
they forg’d a favourable Report upon theRe- 
tition, under ,the Archbithep .and Buhop.of 
Lowdon’s Hands and Seals.s.\by..Virtue » of 
which. (tcagether wathythe .Archbuthop‘s truce 
Hand.and Seal, .which they shad pgotten .by 
chance, and.affx’d a falfe Recommendation 
to it) they wander’d a Jong ,time.over Lng- 
land, fometimes. together ,,fometimes afun- 
der, he pafling for-her) Brother, fometimes 
under.the Name of Robert’ Hutt, fometimes 
of Robert Greens ,and fo cheated the King’s 
Subje@sof ery; confiderable Sums.

Mary Green, 1s agaity {ent out; and ‘furnith’d 
by her Friend, with a*new fet. of’ fore’d In- 
ftruments, and Names.

_ In fome of her falfe Recommendatory Pa- 
pers, fhe paficd for Mrs. Mary Foxes, Wite of 
Mr.Robert Jones, Rector of Afhford: In others, 
for Mrs. Mary Smith, Wite of Mr. Fobn Smith, 
fuppofed Rector too, at. the fame time, of 
the fame Afbford,in the Diocefe of Canterbury: 
whereas neither Foxes, nor Smith, was ever 
Rector there, no more than Doétor Hookes 
is Rector of Wingrave in Buckinghamfbire. 

However, each of thefe her new Husbands 
was pretended to be a Prifoner for a vaft 
Debt upon the account of Suretifhip : And 
fhe carried about with her divers counterfeit 
Letters of the Hand {till of Archbifhop San- 
croft, defiring (and in one of her Papers ma- 
king his Grace humbly to befeech) the Con- 
tributions of the Bifhops and Clergy for the 
poor Mans Enlargement: 

This Cheat: was indeedsmore:-Gainful to: 
them than the former... The. Archbifhop’s 
Hand. was fo admirably well imitated, efpe- 
cially in the Subferiptions of his. Name, that 
fhe generally met with a very kind Recept 
on; and particularly applying her felf to three 
Bifhopsy who; of all the Bench, were the 
Archbifhop’s moft:intimatcFriends, even they 
were’ deceiv’d> by a Legerdemain fo well de- 
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visd ; and nothing doubting, but 1c was. his 
Grace’s true Hand, (though they knew it ab 


motft as well as their own) they and their 


Clergy were very bountiful to ‘her. i 
Nor was Robert Young hinfelf all this while 
Idle, but fometimes he accompanied this 
Mrs. fones, and. Mrs. Smith, as her Brother ; 
fometimes he came.after her as her Recewer; 
fometimes he wenta different Road from‘her, 
as her Agent.deputed to folicite good Peoples

But -here ‘they ifiac- 


cefstully drove it‘on the better partiof the 


‘Year 7687, Tull at length the Archbifhop 


was alarm’d from divers Quarters,’by Notice 


that his Hand and Seal went.a Begging about 
ithe Kingdom: ‘Which.occafion’d the Adver- 


tufements, 
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uifements, that were given to the whole Na+- 
tion in. the Gazettes of Sept. and Ofob. 1687... 
to beware of Mrs.fones and. Robert Smith; and.. 
to apprchend. them, that they might be dealt | 
with according to Law.Whereupon Mrs. ones: 
was very clofely trae’d to Cheffer, and fearcl’d.. 
for there by the Lord. Bifhop of Sc. Afaph’s . 
Order. Bur fhe prevented the Diligence of » 
his Meflenger,° and:cfcap’d:to London. 

Not long after this, they both came to~ 
Bromley. The occafion of tt was (as‘I have ~ : 
underttood fince) that Mr. Goodwyn, who« a 
Officiated fometime for Mr. Dobfon, falling. 
fuddenly ill, and going to. London for Cure; 
and being: at a lofs for the Supply of a-Chap-- 
lain at the College of Widows; had by 
chance this Young offered to him, asa Grave. 
Trifb Clergy-Man, of good Preferment in: 
that Church, but at prefent out of Bufinets, . 
having fled that Kingdom «with his Family, . 
upon:the begmning’of. the: Duke of Zyrcon-- 
nel’s Rage againtt the Proteftants. : 

By help of this Impofture he and-his Wife 
were entertain’d ‘at Bromley: Though by good: i 
hap they made a-very little:ftay here. Yet as = 
fhort-as it was, dre has left fignal Marks be-- , 
hind:hiny of ‘las Wickednefs, and sortie? | 
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of his frequent owning that he had the- 
Knack to Counterfeit any Man’s Hand in. 
England. | | 

However, during his fmall Time in the 
College, the good Widows had refpected 
him, and his Fellow-Traveller fo kindly, that. 
he remember’d it two or three Years after, 
when he was in Newgate. I will prefently ) 
preduce the very Letter written thencé, in 
which he 1s not afham’d to beg of an Hofpe 
tal, and in a Canting Strain to intreat they’ 
would make a Collection among them, to- 
wards his being removd to . the Aings- 
Bench. 

The whole Letter 1s full of Prevarications: 
But there 1s one I cannot forbear mentioning 
now. For though the true Caufe of his,and 
his reputed Wife’s being clapp’d up in New- 
gate, was their Forging feveral Bills of Ex- 
change, and receiving the Moncy upon them, 
for which they both then ftood Convicted, ; 
and had been Pillory’d ; yet he folemnly. 
protefts, and thanks God, That he was not a 
Prifoner for any ill thing ,; but only becaufe. an 
Irifh-Man, (whom I pray God forgive, thefe 
are his very words) fwore againft-me;: Lhat by 
Virtue of Bills, I raisd Money for the Ufe of 
| King 
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James: Whereas, tays he, you all remember, (I 
flood up for the C burch of England, and -ftood 
in the. Gap againft,the Roman Catholicks in the 
wort of Limes. | 

But after a fhort ume of fojourning -here, 
of about fix. Weeks, or two Months, in the 
year 1687, Robert Young foon:perceived, that 
the poor Town of Bromley was not a proper 
Seat for him.to fet up his Reft in: where he 
could only expect a bare Subfiftence by 
Reading Prayers, as a Subftitute to one who 
was himfelf a Subftitute to the Chaplain of 
the College; whereas he knew, and had pra- 
étisd, afar more ready way of getting a 
plentiful Livelyhood ; whether honett or 
difhoneft he matter’d not. | 

Wherefore removing hence to Wapping , 
and thence to White-Chappel, he began to 
Jook out for. fome fitter place for anew 
Scene of Action; where he might more pro- 

fitably exercife his Beft beloved Faculty of 
Counterfeiting Hands and Seals. 

At length he caft his Eye on St. Addams, a 
Town, which by reafon of its great Trade, 
and convenient diftance from London, and 

being fo greata Thorough-Fair,he pitched on 
to Practife in it fome of the Cleanlicft Feats, 
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IT muft fay , of his knayith Dexterity < in 
that kind. 0 

Between S. Albans and London he began to 
ply in the beginning of the year 1688, and 
it was not long before he crept into a great 
Familiarity in the Pof-Houfe there. By what 
‘Arts of Courthhip he became fo intimate on 
a fudden 1m the Family, I leave it to the en. 
fuing Papers to inform my Reader. 

However, by this means, he procured the 
abfolute Command of all the Mails of that 
Road; and fo had the opportunity of open- 
ing and perufing, and taking out, and put- 
ting in, what Letters he pleafed, between the 
chief Traders of thofe parts, and their Cor. 
refpondents in London. 

Having thus furnith’d himfelf with proper: 
Tools, and chofen as fita Shop to work in; 
as any in England; he prefently fell to his: 
ufual way of Commeree: whereof I thall'on-. 
ly mention three or four Inftances: they be- 
ing the very fame for which he and his fup- 
pofed Wife were afterwards Condemn’d. of 
Forgery at the Old Baily. a 

His firft Cheat was thus. In July. 1688, he 
went to. Northampton, and under the Name 
of Robert Smith, paid to. Mr. Fobn-Clarke: 


aye 
an Inhabitant there, the Sum of Twenty 
Pounds, and. took his Bill of Exchange for 


It, to one Mr. Jonathan Kendall of London: 
Mr. Clarke alfo fending a Letter of Advice, 


that he had drawn fuch a Bill upon him for 
the Ufe of Mr. Robert Smith, : 

Robert Young, whom we mutt now cal] 
Robert Smith, torg’d another Bil] verbatim 
by the true one, for the fame Sum of 
twenty Pounds, payable to himfelf under 
the fame falfe Name: and ftraight coming up 
to London , deliver’d the Forgd Bull to 
Mr. Kendall: which being fo very exactly 
done, Mr. Kendall made no delay of paying 
it, and had Robert Smith's Receipt, Dated 
Fuly 16. * 

As foon as this was over, honeft Robert 
immediately took Horfe, and hafted down 
to Northampton ; where arriving on July 17. 
he forthwith went to Mr. C larke, and told 
him, That he had offer'd his Bill at London, 
but Mr: Kendall refufed to. pay it, and there- 
fore defired his Money again, producing the 
true Bull: which Mr. Clarke receiving, and 
feeing no imaginable Caufe of Diftruft, 
paid the Twenty Pounds without any De- 
murr. - 4 |

Thus far Mr. Clarke and Mt. Kendall only 
fuftain’d the Lofs of Twenty: Pounds,and per- 
haps fonmewhat. fmil’d at the clever: Contri- 
vance. But that- which next follows, was: 
more extraordinary, and {truck deeper into. 
their Purfes.. | 

And how. can» my Reader. now’ think 
ity probable, that both Mr. Clarke and. 
Kendall {hould be again Cheated by the fame. 
Hand, of a much greater Sum, within lefs. 
than three Months after? Yet fo it really 
bappen’d; and in fuch a manner that it was: 
almoft impoffible for the Wit of: Man to: 
prevent It. 

Hisfecond St. Albans Cheat therefore was: 
this. Being now become perfect in the exaét 
Character of Mr. Clarke’s Writing, he Fore’d 
a Bill, Dated Oétober 5. 1688, as drawn by Mr. 
Clarke on Mr. Kendall, for One hundred and. 
fiity Pounds, payable at fight to his own Mary 
Young, under the. Name of Mrs. Mary Clarke. 

And, becaufe there: was a Neceffity that a 
Letter of Advice fhould go before the Bill, 
he Counterfeited one alfo in this manner: In 
the Northampton Bag , which he opened at 
St. Albans, he found a long Letter written to 
Mr. Kendall by Mr. Clarke, touching divers 
particular 
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particular Affairs then tranfacting between: 
them. This Letter he intercepted; Tran- 
ferib’d it throughout, and about the mid- 
dle of his falfe Copy, inferted thefe Words, 


That he had drawn on Mr. Kendall, @ Bill of 
One hundred and fifty Pounds, to be pai rk 


upon fight to Mrs. Mary Clarke; and fo went 
on with the other Bufinefs, as in the truce 


Lettet. This Fore’d Letter he put imto the: 


Northampton Mail ; fo it went fafe to Mr. Ken- 
dall at London. | 


The next morning after, Mrs. Mary. 


€larke cameto him with her Bill) Where- 
upon Mr. Kendall, not in the leatt 
fifeeéting that che Bill or Letter of Advice 
were Fore’d, beeaufé he was confident, they 


were both of Mr. Clarke’s own Hand-wni-. 


ting, and the Letter giving him an account 


of feveral other Bufinéfles, which he thought. 
could not poflibly be known to any, but to: 
Mr. Clarke and himfelf, he prefently paid to: 
Mary Clarke the One hundred and fitty 


Pounds, and fo loft the whole- Sum  be- 
yond Recovery. | 


His third’ Cheat on the fame Road was in. 


this Manner.. About the latter end of. Fe- 
bruary, inthe famé year, 1688, he fent his 


fecond: 
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fecond Falfe-Self now again under the Name 
of Mary Young, to Mr. Jonathan Mathew of 
Daventry in Northamptonfbire. She paid him 
Nine Pounds ; for which he gave her a Bill 
of Exchange upon Mr. Richard Shipton of 
London,payable to the faid Mary Young,which 
fhe receiv'd March the 14th. 

By this true Original of Mr. Mather’s own 
Hand, on the 18th of March following, he 
forg’d another Bill in the Name of the faid 
Mr. Mathew, tor.200 7. charged alfo on the 
faid Mr. Shipton. And having ftill the Li- 
berty to fearch the Daventry Mail at St. Albans, 
and finding there a Letter from Mr. Mathew 
to Mr. Shipton, he made the fame ufe of it 
as he had done that of Mr. Clarhe’s to 
Mr. Kendall ; Tranfcribed it entirely, and in 
the fame furreptitious manner as before, put 
inan Advice of his having drawn a Bill of 
200 /. andfor whom. Which Letter was im- 
mediately fent by the Poft to Mr. Shipton. 

The Falfe Bill and Letter of Advice, Iam 
aflured, was fo accurately Counterfeited, 
that Mr. Mathew himfelf could not difcover 
the difference, nor difown it upon view; but 
only in that he -was certain he had: never 
drawn any Bill of that Importance. 
Mr. Shipton 
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Mr. Shipton therefore was eafily deceiv’d 
by the Similicude of Hands; and R. Young 
having fent Mary to London, to réceive the 


Money, he paid it without the leaft fcruple > 


fince this Letter of Advice alfo mentioned 
other things which Mr. Shipton knew to be 
true. 

Mr. Mathew, as foonas Mr. Shipton: fent 


him word, that he had paid in his Name a. 
Sum fo confiderable, difpatch’d immediately 
a Servant up to London, to let him know,,. 
He had never drawn any fuch Bill upon him;. 
and had given him this ttmely Notice, chae,, 


if poflible, he might retrieve the Money. 


Thenceforth they both us’d all imaginable. 


Endeavours to difcover the Authors of the’ 
Fraud; Which Mary Young perceiving, by 
their frequent Letters to each other, Roe- 
bert having ftill the Advantage of opening at 
St. Albans; fhe wrote Mr.Mathew a moft infulé- 
ting Letter ;- telling him, 7hat fhe had made 
bold to borrow of Mr. Shipton 200 lL wpom his 
Credit, but would repay it when fhe-was able. 
And to, amuze him the more in- his Search’ 
fhe addeth a Flam Story, That fhe- had got: 
his Hand by-Corrupting one of the Letter-Carriévs’ 
ia London;. and’ that. therefore: be» need? nor:

His laft Forgeries Practisd at St. Albans, 
that have come within my Obfervation,were 
upon Mr. Olds of Coventry, and Mr. Billers 
of London. 

But before I proceed to thefe, I mutt ac- 


quaint my Reader, that Robert Young had 


owd Mr. Olds and Mr. Billers an antient 
Grudge, of as long ftanding as the Year 
1683 ; Becaufe then he could only defraud 
them of Ten Pounds, and a Ring, and not 
of one hundred Pounds, as he defign’d. The 
Cafe was thus : | 

Robert Young, n June 1683. Forg’d a Bill 
in the Name of Mr. Fofeph Olds of Coventry, 
for 1004 upon Mr. Fohn Billers of London : 
payable at fight. 

He likewife Forg’d a Letter of Advice of 
the faid Bill, which he procur’d to be put - 
into fome Poft upon the Road. And accor- 
dingly it was deliver’d in London to Mr. Bil- 
fers on Fune the 12th. | 
The 
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‘The next Day, being June the 13th, Ro- 
bert Young, in.a Ganonical Habit, with a Scarf 
on; prefented to Mr. Billers. the Forg’d Bull 
for 100 7. The Counterfeit was cxact, and 
Mx. Billers had rcceiv’d aLetter of Advice. 
before. Whereupon he ftrait order’d his 
Cath-Kecper to pay, the Reverend Mr. Soung 
his Bill. | 

Robert feeing the Moncey come fo freely, 
would have taken ie upon Content. TheSer- 
vant would not pay it, except he would tell 
it over ;~ which at length he did. 

But before he could carry it away, the 
Servant whifpering. this to his Mafter, and 
Mr. Billers himfelf obferving fomething in 
the Bill, that gave him reafon to fulpect it, 
came to them, and faid to Robert, That he 
defir'd to be better fatisfid in the faid Bill, and 
that be was the Perfon, whofe Right it was to 
receive it, fince he knew him not. 

Robert reply’'d, He was a Country Minifter, 
altogether a Stranger in Town, and known to 
none but the Archbifbop of Canterbury. Well, 
faid Mr. Biers, When you bring me any of the 
Archbijhop’s Gentlemen, to give me an Account 
of his Grace's: Knowledge of you, you fball pre- 
fently have the Money. } | 

But 
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‘But Robert pretended very urgent Occafi- 
ons for it, and that he was to pay away fome 
of it that Night ; and therefore earneftly in- 
treated he might have the whole, or at leaft Tex 
Pounds of it for the prefent. Mr. Billers con-. 
fented to this laft Requeit: Mr. Young gave a 
Receipt for the Ten Pounds: And to prevent 
a farther trouble of tclling the Moncey again, 
Mr.Bilers defir'd him to Seal the reft up in the 
Bag where it was put. Mr.Young had no Seak 
Mr. Billers pull’d off his Finger a Gold Ring 
fet. with a Cornelian Stone : Bid Mr. Young 
Seal the Bag with it : Gave the Ring into his 
keeping : Appointed him to bring it again 
the next Day, when he came for the Refi- 
due of the Money. Mr. Joung very fairly 
went away with the Ten Pounds, and the 
Ring ; but never came again for the Re- 
mainder of his Bill, or to bring Witnefs that 
he was acquainted with the Archbifhop. 
Having now fet forth this Matter of Faét- 
of Mr. Billers keeping back 90 2. from 
Mr. R.Young,even juft when he was in the ve- 
ry Act of Receiving it. TI leave it to my Rea-

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deed had pafs’d before he took his Revenge, 
which I fomewhat wonder at ; but he took 
it at Jaft to fome purpofe. 

The muinner how it was donc, I fhall ex- 
prefs as bricfly as I. can, becaufe the Cir- 
cumftances of this were very near the fame 
with his other aforemention’d St. Albans For- 
Pees: |. 2s 

About the middle of Febr. 1688. he fent 
his Faithful Inftrument Mary, under the 
Name now of Mrs. Sarah Harris, to pay the 
fame Mr. Olds 10 1. at Coventry, for which 
he gave her a Bill cf Exchange upcn the 
fame Mr. Billers, payable at fight: So, for 
very gocd Caufe, Robert took care all, or 
mott of his Bills fhould be worded. 

By this means Robert renew’d his Acquain- 
tance with Mr. Olds’s Hand, and foon perfe- 
Ged himfelf in it, by watching ‘over all his 
Letters of Correfoondence with Mr. Billers, 
which muft come from Coventry through 
St. Albans, where he Govern’d thofe. that 
Govern’d the Poft-Houte. 

Being thus preear’d, he began at firft to 
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other of 20 2) beth payable ito Mr. Biller’s, 
he took poffeffion of the Letter ; Forg’d En- 
dorfements on: the Bills, in the Name cf 
Mr. Billers ; that they fhould be paid to his 
Servant James Moreton : Whofe true Name 
was James Young, and he was really Robert's 
Servant. And accordingly both thefe Bulls 
were paid Aug. 5. 1689. to James Moreton, 
alias Young; as it feems nothing can belong 
to Robert Young without being intitled to an 
Alias. 

This James Moreton, alias Young, 1 fay, did 
actually receive both the Bills; and thinking 
it was but reafonable he fhould have a fhare 
in the Profit, as. he had in the Knavery, paid 
the Sum of the one Bill to his Mafter, and 
kept the other to himfelf : The firft Cheat, 
and the laft (I believe) that was ever put up- 
on Mr. Robert Young. | 
But after thefe lefs gainful Experiments, 1 
feems, Robert Young thought it now a fit Sea- 
fon, that his main Plot upon Mr. Olds, and 
Mr. Ballers, fhould begin to work. For by 
his long familiarity with the Northern Mails, 
he had learnt, that at this time there was a 
confiderable Cafh of Mr. Olds remaining in 
the Hands of Mr. Ballers. 
Where- 
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Wherefore, by the fame Method which. 
he had ufed in his other Cheats of this kind,. 
he forg’d a Bill of 200/. to’be raid at fight 
to the fame Mrs. Sarah Harris, ptoceeding 
in the fame Steps as before; that is, he inter- 
cepted one of Mr. Olds’s Letters ; Tranfcrib’d.. 
it; adding an Advice of having drawn the 
frid Bill of 2002. for Mis.Sarab. Harris : Then. 
furprefs’d the true Letter, and put the Falfe 
Onc into the Pcft; which was deliver’d to- 
Mr. Bilers at Londow upon Auguft the 11th, 
1689. 

The next morning came Mrs. Sarah Har-. 
visto Mr. Billers, and produc’d her Forg’d. 
Bill: He could difcover no Deceipt in the 
Hand; own’d he had received the Letter ixtey 
Advice ; and was juft giving Order for the - 
Payment ; when, by good Fortune, he recolle- 
aed, Ehat he had heard Mr. Shipton of Fri~ 
day-freet had, not’ long before, been de- 
frauded after the fame manner, by a Woman, 
coming (as this did,) in the morning, and: 
of the fame Sum of 200 4 } 

~The frefh Remembrance of this gave him 
juft Grounds: of being Jealous of the bike: 
Trick: So that, while the Money was Telling» 
out, he thought ic would not. be ni ip 
CNG: 
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fend and defire Mr. Shipton to come and take 
a view of this Mrs. Harris, intimating the 
Reafen why he fent for him. 

Mr. Shipton came accordingly; and upor 
the firft fight declared her to be the fame 
Mary Young, that had lately Cheated him of 
his 200 2. | 

She being thus unexpectedly charged with 
this Crime, confefs’d it upon the place: 
Whereupon fhe was Apprehended, and Com- 
mitted to the Kines-Eench ; aiter the had re- 
ceived above so0o/. ina fhort {pace, bythe 
ike Ways, whilft fhe was fuch a kind of 
Agent at London for Robert XY oung 5 aS My 
Reader will find fhe own’d upon. Oath af. 
terwards at Lichfield. | 

But in the Aines-Bench I mutt leave her for 
a fhort ume, that I may look out after her 
Dear Friend, and inquire, how he behaved 
himfelf in this fad Cataftrophe of their Affairs ;

duct, no doubt, of his lace Cheats. upon 


Mr. Clarke, and Mr. Mather, and Mr. Olds,. 


befides fome Remains probably of what was 
coliected. for Mr. Green, Mr. ones, and 
Mr. Smith, whilft they, good Men, perhaps, 
lay in Prifon.for it all the wale. | 

During his abode at Lichfield, he profefs’d 
himfelf to be a fingle Man, and upon that 
Pretence made Love to divers; Women, in. 


the way of Marriage; believing, that his’ 


former Mary was lodg’d:fo fafely: in the 


Kings-Bench, that fhe. could never get out to 
difturb, his Defigns.. | 


But: 
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But there he was deceived: For when the 
Fire broke out in’ Southwark; fhe made her 
Efcape, and fo had leifure to look out after 
him, and came time enough to prevent his 
intended Marriage. 

For juft then he was in clofe purfuit of a 
young Woman at Tamworth, who hadat leatt 
10o00/. to her Portion, and he was in great 
probability of obtaining her. But Mary, 
having got loofe by the above-mentioned 
Accident, wrote him divers Letters, That-all 
her Money was {pent ; That fhe would be with 
him Shortly, though fhe bego’d by the way.

Man,) Robert’s next Attempt was to difpatch

had betaken himfelf} and was fént back to Cavan Goal by War- 
“tanvof the Juftices, procur’d by Simeon Hutt, whofe Daughter 
he had Married} and her Father had difcover’d to be Married 
¢o another Woman then living ; 1 cook the advantage.of ufing 
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att the Force of the Canori-in that Cafe, and degraded him, 
being then-apprehenfive of the Danger of his: Hanging in his 
Gown. For this Crime he was indiéted, but both the Wo- 
men’ could not be -brotight together ; and if they had, the 
then riding Judge (which, as I remember, was Mr. Herbert } 
déclar’d the Faé within Benefit of Clergy: He was not fen- 
tene'd, but left fill ih Cavan Gaol for Fees and Debts contract-, 
éd there ; where’ Simeon ‘Hurt, an Inn-Keeper and Inhabitant’ 
there; by his Inteteft and proper concern, found means of In= 
tercepting, and getting iito his Hands fome of the Letters of 
his own!

Bot, my 
Lord, as I was faying, He'was left in Gaol, and not knowing 
how to get out, he uled means of applying to my Lord Duke 
of Ormowd, then Botd'Lieutenant, Pretending he could make 
notable Difcoveries of dangerous Plots againit the Govern- 
ment. The Popith Plot was then on foot, and his Grace, as 
imported, very tender and cautious of difcountenancing his
